He then criticizes the 
commission appointed to construct the 
new Capitol and declares that the struc- 
ture in which the lawmakers are assem- 
bled is a disgrace to.the Commonwealth. 
The Governor submits that it will be 
more economical to tear down every 
thing above the foundation walls and 
sacrifice the money already expended 
than to continue the commission and 
accede to its demands for future appro- 
priations, which is certain to extend into 
millions of dollars. 


In conclusion the Governor recom-

been by sudden raids on isolated farms 
or stock ranches, and deadly ambuscades 
on small parties of travelers. So swiftly 
would they swoop down on the unsus- 
pecting settler, murder, burn, destroy 
and disappear, that pursuit waa nearly 
always fruitless; and. though, in time, 
punishmsnt waa meted out after a fash- 
ion to the whole tribe, the individual 
perpetrators almost invariably escaped 
identification and justice. When Gen- 
eral Crook subdued them, and. placed 
them on reservations, it was not by any 
one pitched b,itlle, but by bunting them 
relentlessly from their mountain faat- 
neaaes aud keeping tbem constantly ou 
the move until there was no longer a 
hiding place in all the land where they 
could be safe from pursuit. Then they 
sued for peace, which was granted them, 
but which they only observed when it 
was convenient to themselves. 


In spite of Christian teachings the hu- 


man mind still clings instinctively to the 
law of retaliation, and refuses to be sat- 
isfied when those who have taken human i 
life are left in posaeasion of tbeir own. 
It is consequently a pleasure to recall, 
in oae instance at least, in which a 
brutal band of Apache murders were 
overtaken by swift and terrible retribu- 
tion. The instance here related is his- 
tory, heretofore unwritten. 


It waa four moutbs after General 


Crook had gathered in tbe numerous 
bands of marauding Apaches and placed 
them under military control on the res- 
eivalions.and it became possible to lie 
down at night, or even to travel from 
place to place, without fear and tremb- 
ling. Former horrora were forgotten, 
and men weie at their eaae and off Iheir 
guard. But the poor Indians were suf- 
fering from ennui. To be sure, the gov- 
urnment furnished them fresh beef ana 
flour in abundance, and they had nothing 
to do but eat and sleep and beat their 
aquawa; but they bad had no fun with 
the whites for ever so long, and they 
pined for a little excitemept. S^ <nw 
day a large ba',u of them stole away 
from the rsskr/ation on tbe Verde river, 
and beadc.'for the vicinity of the min- 
ing carrps on the Hissayampa. They 
had aojje squaws with tbem. for they 
intenc'ed to rake a long holiday, and the 
gentto squaws could no', forebear to fore- 
go Ihe pleasure of torturing tha white 
prisoners, of whom it was hoped there 
would be many. They belonged to that 
branch of the Apache nation known as 
Ihe Apache Mojave, and tbpre were just 
12-5 of them in all, for their dead bodies 
were carefully counted tbe following 
week, after they had enjoyed tbeir little 
lime. As they wound over desert and 
mountain, a long line they made, and a 
deep and lasting trail they cut in the 
barren soil. 


It waa mid-afternoon on the 13lh of 


May, 1873, wheu the snake-like procea- 
aion wound doivn tlirniigh a dark, har- 
row ravine to the deep canyon of the 
Hassayampa, and, crosaing quickly over 
the dry bed of the stream, diaappeared 
noiselessly among the the huye boulders 
that lined the appoaiie side aud covered 
the abrupt elope of the overhanging 
mouniains.

CHEAT BRITAIN WILt NOT TOLERATE 


MUCH LONGER THE INSULTS OF

Britiah public sentiment behind it, intends 
to put to the fullest teat the professions of 
the French desire for friendship, of which 
M. Carabon, the new French Minister, 
ha" made himself the medium. 


Madagascar is the most glaiing instance 


of the French pin-prick policy. There 
France's policy has rather been that of 
ox goads. As the Blue Book clearly show-., 
she has deliberately trampled on evcjv 
British trading and reaidental treaty right, 
and h.is met Lord Salisbury^ ooncesaions 
b>"a resolute slamming of the door in 
England's face. 


On one side France seems to (oster the 


growing belief that Great Britain is de- 
termined, under some pretext or other, 
to force her into war, and is willing'to 
make a pretext if no plausible excuse 
arises. 


On the other aide, a large party of the 


British public profess that their patience 
has been strained beyond endurance by 
what they deem to be the unvarnished 
dishonesty of French diplomacy. 


The Times denounces France in language 


ao fiery, for that conservative news- 
paper, that Frenchmen are construeing it 
as part of a deliberate policy inspired by 
one mind. Tbat mind, in the theory of 
the man-in-the-atreet, is Secretary Joseph 
Chamberlain.

Cheap Pig- Pens. 


I said that suitable pens covikl be built 


for a small outlay, so we will give » plan 
that will save material if not money. 
Make a board fence along one side of the 
lot, on the highest ground if convenient. 
Make it tipht and as high as ihe sty Is 
wanted. Set three posts six feet apart 
and eight feet from the fence and take 
twelve-foot boards and nail onto these. 
This will make one side ot the sly, while 
the fence will make the other. Now 
get sixteen-foot boards and cut in two 
and nail on the ends and in the miadle 
for a partilion. This partilion, says a 
writer in Coleman's Rural World, need 
not be as higu aa tbe ends 
This will 


make two sties with but little more ex- 
pense than in Ihe making of the fence 
Make the doors either in the ends or 
sides. They bhould be large enough lo 
admit a laige hcg, for a man should sel- 
dom sell off his breeding sowsunlil three 
or four jear$ old, and hy that time they 
will be of good size. Old sows suckle 
bette'r'a'nd raise finer pigs than young 
ones, therefore, I say, keep the old sows. 
Three or four dajs before fairowing, 
put the sow in the sty, that she may be- 
come acquainted with it, for if uot put. 
in until she has made her bed out of 
doors there will be trouble in getting her 
up, and unless her pen is a staunch oue, 
she will tear it to pieces iu her efforts to 
get out to her bed. Watch her closely 
until she farrows and remova all dead 
pigs and the after-birth, as the eating ot 
it may cause the sow to eat the living 
pigs. The aow should be fed sparingly, 
on light food, for-a day or two atter she 
has had her pigs, then as much nourish- 
ing food as she will eat, tor no sow can 
lurnish milk enough for a large and 
growing litter with scant feed. The 
pigs, to become properly developed, must 
be supplied with milk or other food as 
soon'as they will eat. Pigs treated thus 
will pay 20 per cent, better than those 
that are neglected. 
Care should be 


taken to have each sow separate some 
time before piggiug, and not allowed 
too much bedding, as tbere is less danger 
of smothering her pigs than when much 
litter is allowed. Hogs want constant 
care and good feeding from the time 
they can crack corn until they are ready 
for market, but more especially during 
the winter. Make it a rule either to 
feed your slock or give the business 
jour personal oversight. Boys and even 
men who have no particular interest in 
the animals too often throw the feed 
into the troughs without caring to see 
that they are clean. To be a successful 
farmer one must be a careful farmer. 
Take an interest anil a delight in your 
calling and do all things well.—Prairie 
Funmer.

Feed Starts. 


The interest in concentrated feed stuffs 


is on tlie increase. We feed bran arid 
aborts particularly for the protein or 
muscle forming food the^ contain, wliile 
oats are beneficial for tbe greater amount 
of protein in proportion to heat and t'at 
forming food. A new pla.nl has come to 
our notice during the last few years. 
It 


is a native of Japan and is called the Soy 
bean. One of my neighbors has raised 
ten bushels per acre of these beans. Sons 
say they were planted too thick and were 
not eared for properly or the yield would 
have been greater. Thirty years ago it 
was the custom of tbe older tanners ot 
tbe South to haul cotion seed to tho hol- 
lows and waste places, 01 anywhere to 
(jet it out of the way, not knowing what 
could be done with this most conc"n- 
trated of foods. Tlie farmer might inise 
all the protein his stock requires if he 
only knew more how to seed, cultivate, 
harvest and feed. A comparison of tlie 
different feeda'will give an insight as to 
Iheir comparative value of protein. The 
average yield of corn per acre ia thirty 
bushels aud this contains 131 pounds of 
protein, of oats it is thirty bushels c-m- 
taining 88 3 pounds protein and of Soy 
beana tbe average is ten bushels per acre 
containing 177 pounds protein. 
Prof 


Georgeson, of Kaneas, gives eighteen 
bushels as the aveiage yield of Soy beans 
per acre, with some waste. This would 
give 232 pounds of digestible protein to 
the acre, which would about Pcjual a ton 
of bran or. shorts. The farmer should 
aim to raise all bis feed aud in this way 
save commission, hauling, etc.
